The Fire Department of the City of 
Worcester shall consist of a Chief Engineer, four 
Assistant Engineers, and of as many engine men, 
hose men, hook and ladder men, and other persons, to 
be divided into companies, as the number of engines, 
and the number and quantity of other fire apparatus 
in service belonging to tTie city, shall from time to 
time require. 

Sec. 2. The Engineers shall, on or before the first 
Monday of January in each year, organize tliemselves 
as a Board of Engineers by choosing a clerk by ballot.

He shall be respon- 
sible for the discipline, good order, and proper conduct 
of the whole Department, both officers and men, and 
for the care of all houses, engines, hose carriages, hook 
and ladder carriages, furniture and apparatus thereto 
belonging.

Sec. 17. As many engine, hose, and liook and 
ladder companies shall from time to time be formed by 
the Mayor and Aldermen as they shall deem expe- 
dient ; and each company shall consist of as many offi- 
cers and members as shall be thus appointed and duly 
qualified according to the provisions of this ordinance; 
and vacancies in the department may be filled at any 
time by the Mayor and Aldermen ; and each company 
shall meet for general business on the first Monday of 
each month. 

Sec. 18. Every company using a hand engine shall 
have a first, second and third Foreman, and a Clerk; 
those using a hose carriage or hook and ladder carriage, 
shall have a first and second Foreman, and a Clerk ; 
those using a steamer shall have a first and second 
Foreman, Clerk, Engineer and Assistant Engineer. 
The officers shall be chosen by ballot by their respec- 
tive companies, together with such other officers as 
may be necessary, at meetings specially held for that 
purpose in the month of December annually, and the 
Chief Engineer or some member of the Board of 
Engineers, to be designated by the Chief Engineer, 
shall preside at all meetings for the election of 
officers. 

Sec. 19. Every officer and -every member of the 
Fire Department shall sign the following agreement, 
to be deposited with the Board of Engineers: ''I, A. 
B., having been appointed as a member of the Wor- 
cester Fire Department, do hereby agree to abide by 
all the ordinances of the City Council, and the rules 
and regulations of the Mayor and Aldermen and of 
the Board of Engineers relating thereto." And any 
officer or member who shall neglect or refuse to sign 
the same shall not be qualified as a member of the 
Department. 

Sec. 20. Whenever any person shall have been 
elected to any office, as aforesaid, he shall perform all 
the duties thereof for the year for which he was chosen 
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and until his successor is elected and qualified, nnless 
discharged therefrom, either by death, resignation or 
otherwise. 

Sec. 21. It shall be the duty of the Foremen to Duties of Fore- 
see tliat the several engines and other apparatus in- 
trusted to tlieir care, and the several buildings in 
which the same may be deposited, and all things in 
or belonging to the same, are kept neat, clean, and 
in order for immediate use ; to preserve order and 
discipline at all times in their respective companies 
and houses, and require and enforce a strict compli- 
ance with the city ordinances, the rules and regula- 
tions of the Department, and the orders of the 
Enginee^^. 

Sec. 22. The Clerks of the several companies, D»ties of cierks 
before entering upon their duties, shall be sworn to 
the faithful performance thereof. They shall make 
quarterly returns to the Chief Engineer, of all absences 
ofthe members of their respective companies from 
fires, or fire alarms, or from meetings for the choice of 
officers, and, if it shall appear that any member has 
failed to perform his duties satisfactorily to the Board 
of Engineers, no compensation shall be allowed him 
for. such length of time as he may have been delin- 
quent ; and if any Clerk shall make a false report, he 
shall be expelled from the Department, and any pay 
that may be due him at the time, shall be forfeited to 
the city. They shall also keep, or cause to be kept, 
by the Clerk of their respective companies, fair and 
exact rolls, specifying the time of admission and dis- 
charge of each member, with their age and residence,

— For one 
water closet, from five to ten dollars will be charged ;

Water Closets in Dwellings. — Used in common by 
several families, from six to fifteen dollars, according 
to the number of families and persons using. 

Baths. — In dwellings or tenements, for a single . 
bath tub five dollars will be assessed, and for each 
additional tub two dollars. 

In boarding houses, one bath tub from four to ten 
dollars, and for each additional tub three dollars. 

IV. For Stores^ etc. — For each store, oftice, ware- 
house, machine or other shop or foundry, fifty cents 
shall be assessed for each individual using water in 
sinks and urinals, provided that no assessment on any 
such premises shall be less than four dollars. 

For eating houses, fish and other markets, provision 
shops, refreshment or oyster saloons, or for purposes 
not included in any other classification, from four to 
fifty dollars. 

For water closets in stores and eating houses, from 
three to ten dollars. 

Persons Counted. — In ascertaining the number of 
persons as a basis for assessments provided for in this 
and the preceding sections, children and servants shall

For use of hose for 
sprinkling gardens or streets 5,000 square feet or less, 
five dollars. 

For all other uses of hose at such rates as may be 
fixed by the Committee on Water. 

The use of all hose will be restricted as per section 
seventeen in " Rules and Regulations." 

VII. Metered Water. — Where the quantity of 
water used is determined by meter, the assessment 
per 1,000 gallons shall be at the following rates : 

For 1,000 gallons per day, or less, the sum of 
twenty-five cents per 1,000 gallons. 

For 1,000 to 5,000 gallons per day, the sum of 
twenty cents per 1,000 gallons. 

For from 5,000 to 15,000 gallons per day, the sum 
of fifteen cents per 1,000 gallons. 

For all amounts to any single consumer over 15,000

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by contract with the Joint Standing Committee on 
Water, provided no snch contract shall be made to 
extend over one year from the date thereof. 

The City will set meters upon any premises wliere 
the Joint Standing Committee on Water determines 
so to do ; and on all premises where the meters are 
set the owner of the premises will be held thereafter

irrespective of all under leases, or any individual con- 
sumer or individual consumers, upon such estates. 
Whenever a consumer shall prefer to pay the cost of 
such meter as shall be a[)proved and set by the Joint 
Standing Committee on Water, together with the cost 
of the settling thereof and its maintenance thereafter, 
he shall pay the rates thereafter by the foregoing 
schedule. 

All meters set on private estates shall be subject to 
the inspection and control of the Water Commissioner, 
or such agent or officer as the Committee on Water 
shall designate to have the care and supervision of 
meters. 

The officer whose duty it is to care for the meters in 
the city, or his agent, shall have freis access at all 
times upon the premises of the owner thereof for the 
purpose of reading the meter, or he may remove a 
meter at any time for the purpose of testing the accu- 
racy of its measurement, and when any meter shall be 
found incorrect in measurement and unworthy further 
use, such meter so condemned will be replaced at 
once by one which is approved by the Committee on 
Water, at the expense of the owner thereof.

STATUTES 1876.— CHAPTER 66. 



An Act for procuring an additional supply of pure 

WATER for the USE OF THE CITY OF WORCESTER.
